To Rush DDT Sales 


Insecticide Used to Show 
Fatal Lure of Paint. 


CHICAGO, ILL. — The bill of lad 
ing read: “Flies — handle with 
care, Net weight—0. Gross weight 
18 pounds." 

The air express agent at Chicago's 
municipal airport looked at the fly 
cage and remembered the famous 
short story "Pigs Is Pigs,’ in which 
a railway express agent handled 
guinea pigs that multiplied faster 
than he could handle them, 

He remembered, too, that flies 
breed like mad, Hastily, he shoved 
the flies aboard an air liner and 
washed his hands of the whole 
thing. That's the way common 
house flies are being flown across 
the nation in the year 1 of the atomic 
age, 

In the last few weeks 20,000 flies 
have traveled on wings other than 
their own to 15 cities, They are air 
expressed by a paint company to its 
distributors to demonstrate the fatal 
attraction of the firm's new wall 
paint which contains DDT, the new 
insecticide, 

The distributors take the flies out 
of their c mfortable cages and 
place them in cages sprayed with 
the new white paint, suitable for at- 
tics, basements, storage rooms, 
poultry houses and the like. 

The flies make six point landings 
on the sides of the cage, After only 
seven seconds’ contact they take a 
pessimistic view of life, In about 30 
minutes they're dead, 

The paint manufacturers get their 
flies from a Chicago oil company 
which breeds them for laboratory 
study. The office of price adminis- 
tratibn hasn't» provided a_ ceiling 
for flies since they don't cost any- 
thing—yet. 

Because air line hostesses have 
not had training in the care and 
feeding of flies, the paint company 
has to anticipate their wants while 
traveling. Flies can be kept happy 
if they are moderately warm and 
if their menu consists of sweet 
bread moistened with water. 

Should you want to fly flies in lux- 
ury liners, the cost is one cent a 
fly.

Weapons Radar Directed’ 


BOSTON, MASS. — Former Lt 
Gen. James H. Doolittle, asserting 
planes now building ‘will fly very 
shortly’’ at speeds approaching 1,000 
miles per hour, forecast recently 
that ‘the air weapons of the fu- 
ture’’ would be atomic propelled, 
long range, stratosphere rockets 
speeding faster than sound—prob- 
ably with atom bomb warheads. 

“Pilotless, wingless, gyro stabil- 
ized, rocket propelled air weapons 
already have achieved speeds of 
around 2,500 miles per hour and 
we may anticipate that the air weap- 
ons of the future will also be radio 


controlled and radar directed,’’ Doo- |' 


little said in a speech at Massachu-

“They will be capable of travel- 
ing great distances at supersonic 
speeds, in the stratosphere, and will 
probably have an atomic warhead 
and may even employ atomic en- 
ergy as a propulsive force.”’ 


Jap Ex-Army Officers 
Are Seeking Minor Jobs 


TOKYO, JAPAN. — Growing lines 
of job seekers, which include ex- 
colonels who want any kind of work, 
including day labor, indicate that 
the government's new economic 
program is pinching even the rich- 
est Japanese families, Kyodo news 
agency declared recently. 

The daily average of applicants at 
the main Tokyo employment office 
has reached 800, which is 16 times 
greater than during the war and 
four times the usual figure in 1936, 
the agency said. 

A last minute rush of buying is 
under way as Japanese attempt to 
beat the deadline for turning in all 
their yenn, which they will be al- 
lowed to withdraw in restricted 
quantities. The government will al- 
so clamp new price ceilings on ne- 
cessities; fresh foods will be at 
about one-third of black market 
prices and other commodities at 
about one-half,

4,000,000 U.S. Cigarettes 


LONDON. — A shipload of 2,250 
German prisoners of war arrived at 
Liverpool recently from the United 
States with 4 million cigarets—1,777 
per man — in their baggage. An 
American sergeant guard said: 
‘Fach prisoner was allowed person- 
al luggage up to 65 pounds. These 
lads crammed their kit bags half 
full of cigarets they obtained in 
their camps,”’

Is Being lormed 


Atom Bomb Specialists to 
Make Up U. S. Share 
In World Force. 


ROSWELL, N. M, — The 58th bom- 
bardment wing, atom bomb special- 
ists, will have a top position in this 
nation’s contribution to the projected 
united nations organization police 
force, says the Associated Press 

The AAF wing, veteran of aerial 
bombardment of Japan, now is in 
the process of reorganizing into a 
fully equipped strategic force ready 
to strike anywhere in the world 
with atom bombs if the job requires 

At the moment, the atom bomb- 
ing unit of the wing is the 509th com- 
posite group based at this desert air 
field which also is advanced head 
quarters for the wing. When at its 
eventually full strength, the wing 
will have an authorized strength of 
about 1,600 men and officers and 224 
very heavy bombers, such as the 
B-29s now in use. 

Specialize in A-Bombs,. 

With permanent headquarters at 
March field, Calif., the wing is 
made up of four groups—the 444th 
based at Merced, Calif.; the 462nd 
at McDill, Fla,, and the 468th and 
609th at Roswell, The strength of 
the wing and its component units 
now {s less than 10 per cent of its 
authorized level. 

So far as is known, the 509th 
group with its 393rd squadron is the 
only unit in the world trained for 
the intricate task of dropping atom 
bombs. The group is built around a 
nucleus of officers and men who car- 
ried out the two combat drops on 
Japan, 

The 509th is the only outfit pos 
sessing B-29s specially equipped to 
handle atom bombs and with sup- 
porting aircraft of specialized de- 
sign, The group even has developed 
its own particular maintenance 
methods for atom bomb planes, Men 
and officers of the group as well as 
of most of the wing are career men 
of the regular army. 

Practice for Test. 

The men of the wing look upon 
the atom bomb test at Bikini atoll 
chiefly as a means of keeping in 
practice. Pilots, bombardiers, air 
and ground crewmen of the 509th 
are hard at work training. When not 
in the air making practice drops of 
dummy atom bombs, the crews are 
busy on the ground. 

In a big hangar recently two bom- 
bardiers with hundreds of wartime 
missions behind them were making 
repeated practice ‘‘runs’’ over a 
tiny paper target on the floor below 
long legged platforms on which are 
mounted Norden bombsights. They 
explained they had to keep their 
‘touch’? for manipulating the vari- 
ous delicate knobs and dials, like a 
pianist practices to keep his fingers 
facile, 


Blind Are Trained for 


Peacetime Plant Jobs 


ST, LOUIS, — The blind, who 
proved their worth to industry dur- 
ing the war, now are holding their 
jobs in competition with trained 
peacetime workmen, and asking no 
special privileges because of their 
handicap. 

The Missouri commission for the 
blind has placed 60 blind and par- 
tially sighted St. Louisans in jobs 
since August, 1944. 

Their jvbs are not simple ones 
They require training and manual 
dexterity. For example, one blind 
man works at a shoe manufacturing 
company, handling the entire fac- 
tory output of 3,000 pairs of soles 
each day. 

Another man is a hand-screw ma- 
chine operator at an electric com- 
pany, and attained piecework pro- 
duction in seven work days, al- 
though the normal time for such ad- 
vancement is about three weeks. 

Ray W. Shupp, who lost his sight 
three years ago, is industrial place- 
ment specialist for the blind com- 
mission, 

Shupp emphasizes that those 
placed by the commission do not 
want charity, but only an oppor- 
tunity to prove that they can come 
up to production standards. 


Prices of Furs Tripled 


At London Auction Sale 


LONDON.—London’s first fur auc- 
tion since 1940 opened with about 
600 buyers crowding into the Hud- 
son Bay company’s auction room to 
bid on some 770,000 skins with an 
estimated prewar value of $4,035,- 
000. 

Prices mounted to almost three 
times the prewar values and the 
bidding was fast and furious, 

The buyers, from the United 
States, South American and all Eu- 
ropean countries with the exception 
of Germany and Italy, so jammed 
the sale-room where the week-long 
sale was held, that many were 
forced to stand in the aisles for the 
first time in the auction's history.

| HOME STORAGE OF EGGS 


If you have any extra eggs, 
store them for home use. The 


following methods have proven 
satisfactory: 
WATER GLASS METHOD— 


Storing eggs at home in a solution 
of water glass (soluble sodium 
silicate) seems to be the most suc- 
cessful method yet devised, This 
method of home preservation of 
eggs was used as long ago as 
1857. The proaess by which pres- 
ervation is secured is essentially 
one of formation of a gelatinous 
film over the shell of the egg, Ap- 
parently the albuminous constitu- 
ents and the calcium compounds 
of the shell act to reduce the sta- 
bility of the silicia, and thus aid 
in the formation of the gel. 

During the spring and summer 
when egps are abundant and the 
price low, they may be pre- 
served for winter use. Fresh eggs 
properly preserved may be kept in 
a water glass solution from 6 to 
12 months. Eges produced dur- 
ing February, March, April and 
May usually keep better than 
those laid later in the season, On- 
ly fresh eggs with sound, strong 
shells should, be used. Eggs which 
are soiled, cracked or even slight- 
ly checked should not be used. 
The eggs should be candled to see 
that there are no blood spots be- 
fore they are placed in the solu- 
tion, 

For 14 or 15 dozen standard 
side eggs use 1 quart of water 
glass to 9 quarts of water (if hard 
water, boil and allow to cool be- 
fore using.) Use an ordinary 5- 
gallon crock or a galvanized can 
which has been thoroughly clean- 
ed and scalded. Add the water 
glass and stir the mixture thor- 
oughly. Place the eggs in the wa- 
ter glass solution from day to day 
as they are gathered. , Keep the 
container holding the eggs in a 
cool, dry place and be sure that 
the eggs are at least one inch 
below the top of the solution. The 
container should be tightly cover- 
ed to prevent evaporation. 

LIME SOLUTION METHOD— 
Eggs may also be preserved in 
lime water obtained by slacking 
2 pounds of lime in water and 
mixing the clear solution with 5 
gallons of boiled water or by us- 
ing 2.6 pounds of hydrated lime 
in 5 gallons of water—stir thor- 
oughly—allow to settle and use 
only the clear liquid. Only glass 
or crockery should be used with 
lime water solution, 

When either method is used, 
the eggs should be removed from 
the solution only as needed for 
immediate use and should be wash- 
ed to remove the coating which 
covers the shell. 

When eggs preserved in water 
glass are to be boiled, a small hole 
should be made in the shell with 
a pin at the large end to allow 
the air in the egg to escape, thus 
preventing the cracking of the 
shell,

JIM FOLSOM GETS. LARGEST 
VOTE ANY CANDITATE FOR 
GOVERNOR EVER RECEIVED 

James Ei. Folsom’s vote on June 
4 was the biggest ever received by 
a candidate for Governoy in the 
history of Alabama. Although the 
official vote will not be declared 
until the State Committee meets 
today (Thursday), State Chair- 
man Gessner ‘Tl. McCorvey has 
made a complete tabulation which 
shows 205,168 votes for Folsom 
to 144,126 for Lt. Gov. Handy E)- 
lis. Folsom carried 47 of the 
state’s 67 counties 

The previous record was estab- 
lished by W. W. Brandon in 1922, 
when he polled 168,217 votes to 
44,151 for Bibb Graves. Although 
the total vote in succeeding elec- 
tions has been much greater than 
in 1922, the Brandon-Graves race 
was so one-sided that up to now 
no candidate had ever received as 
many votes for Governor as Bran- 
don did. He carried 66 of the 67 
counties, and still holds the record 
in that respect and also in size of 
his majority over his opponent. 

Folsom’s election upheld two 
well-established traditions. First, 
the practice of electing a man who 
has been beaten once and tries 
again. Second, that in Alabama 
the office of Lieutenant Governor, 


jinstead of being a stepping-stone 


to the Governor’s chair, is actually 
a “jinx” to the man who holds it 
if he aspires to go higher, 

For the past quarter of a cen- 
tury every Governor but one has 
been beaten in his first try for the 
office. The tradition started in 
1922, when Brandon, defeated in 
1918 by Thomas E. Kilby, ran a 
second time and won, Graves de- 
feated by Brandon, was elected on 
his second attempt in 1926, B. M. 
Miller was elected in 1930 in his 
first race for Governor, although 
he had been defeated for a place 
on the Supreme Court four years 
before. Graves was elected a sec- 
ond time in 1984, defeating Frank 
Dixon, who came back to win in 
1938. Chauncey Sparks, runner- 
up to Dixon, tried again in 1942 
and won, with Folsom second man 
in the race, 

Mr. Ellis was the third Lieuten- 
ant Governor to run for Governor 
in the last 20 years, and the third 
to be defeated. The other two 
were Charles §. MeDowell in 1926 
and W. C, Dayis in 1980. In all 
three races the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor looked like a winner at the 
start, but weakened in the home 
stretch, 

That Alabama _ voters like a 
good loser was indicated in the re- 
cent race for Lieutenant Governor 
as well as for Governor. J, C. In- 
zer, nominated for Lieutenant 
Governor in a close race with Reu- 
ben L. Newton, was running’ his 
second time for the office, having 
been defeated in his first bid in 
1942,
